In Ulster, how- 
ever, where politics had been rigid for 
more than a generation and the expected 
never failed o happen, these results 
must be regarded as a portent. After 
the last general election the Unionists—_ 
Sir James Craig’s phalanx—held forty out 
of fifty-two seats; the other twelve were 
divided equally between Nationalists and 
Republicans. ' To-day the official Unionists 
hold only thirty-two seats. The Nation- 
alists, led by that skilful veteran, Mr. 
Joseph Devlin, have secured ten seats, 
and only two Republicans survive. Two 
new parties have entered the political field 
with an initial success which is guite súr- 
prising. All the four Independent Unionists 
and all the three Labour candidates who 
were nominated have been elected ; and a 
Tenants’ candidate has heen returned for 
County Antrim. Four Unionists and four 
Nationalists have been returned, as at 
the last election, for, the grim con- 
stituency of Fermanagh and Tyrone. The 
official Unionists have lost three seats to 
the Independent Unionists and three to 
Labour—a blew for which, as we may 
gather from the comments of the Northern 
newspapers, they were not prepared. 
Their most severe losses were in the City 
of Bellast, where, in all four divisions, 
the polls were headed by opponents of the 
Government. In his old constituency of 
West Belfast Mr. Devlin's majority was 
conspicuously large. 

Much mischief may be done.by a 
wrong interpretation of these results. In 
the first place, we ought to realise quite 
coolly and frankly what they do not mean. 
They do not mean that Northern Unionism 
has changed its attitude to the boundary 
question. On this issue Sir James Craig's 
Government has lost, at the most, three 
seats out of forty; for here: the Inde- 
pendent Unionists have no quarrel with 
it. The boundary question is no nearer 
to solution than it was a week ago. It 
remains to be settled, not next year— 
perhaps, not for many years—by the 
gradc..1 growth of political confidence and 
economic co-operation between the ‘two 
Irish States. It was on local issuer 
mainly, if not altogether, that a wide 
spread spirit of discontent has docked 
what had seemed to be Sir James Craig's 
almost static majority. His eleventh-hour 
settlement with the Churches on the 
subject of religious education left a good 
ideal of bitterness behind it, His liquor 
legislation was unpopular among a large 
body of the electors. Furthermore, Sir

tion of even three Labour members proves 
that a powerful element in the community 
has decided to claim its due place in the 
body politic, with results which may be 
vital and far-reaching. Moreover, the 
election of these Labour members and the 
intention of the Nationalist members to 
take their seats in the Northern Parlia- 
ment ensures the presence there of an 
active and intelligent Opposition—a prime 
condition of progress in any State, We 
welcome these notable developments and 
we believe that no thoughtful Unionist 
in Northern Ireland will hesitate to 
welcome them. Freedom, and the sense 
of its responsibilities, in both Irish States, 
the inter-play of ideas, a generous rivalry 
in. nation-building, the sympathy tha 
springs from the struggle with common 
problems—that way lies our country’s 
path to peace. | 


A River Treaty. 


‘The conclusion of 'a “treaty between 
Belgium and Holland in regard to the 
River Scheldt puts an end to a long- 
standing controversy. International rivers 
are extremely difficult matters to 
handle, and the Scheldt, like the Rhine 
and the Danube, has been the cause of 
dispute for centuries. For one hundred 
and fifty years before the French Revolu- 
tion it was closed to the commerce of the 
Flemish Provinces, but it was thrown 
open immediately ‘afterwards, and in 1830, 
when Belgium became a separate State, 
the future of the river was regulated by 
an intricate arrangement, which has been 
in foree ever since that time. The plan 
worked fairly well until after the Great 
War. ‘Holland and Belgium had equal 
rights over the Wielingen Canal, which 
runs right “by Ostend, and ‘Belgian 
shipping had every facility on the way 
up to Antwerp in that stretch of the river 
which fer forty. miles traverses Dutch 
territory. When the war was over, how- 
ever, the Belgians decided to make, a bid 
for the supreme control of the Scheldt. They 
demanded that the Dutch should cede part 
of Limburg, their most southerly. province, 
which contains their only coal mines, as 
well as Fiemish Zealand, south of the 
river. They also demanded sovereign 
powers over tne Scheldt and the right to 
construct certain canals on Dutch terri- 
tory, one to connect Antwerp with the 
Ruhr, and the other to link it up with the 
| confluence of the Rhine and the Meuse 
near Dordrecht. Very naturally the 
Dutch Government refused to accede to 
these » sweeping demands. The peace- 
makers at Paris referred the whole 
problem back to the representatives’ of the 
two nations principally concerned, and an 
agreement was almost concluded when the 
Belgians brought forward a series of new 
demands which wrecked the negotiations, 
For five years the matter remained in 
abeyance, and no solution of the dispute 
seemed to be possible until the last 
Council meeting of the League of Nations 
at Geneva, When M. Hymans, the Belgian 
Foreign Minister, met Jonkheer van 
Karnebeek, who occupiéd,the same posi- 
tion in Holland. The two Ministers 
opened conversations as a result of which 
the present treaty has been signed. Its 
ratification. by the Dutch and Belgian 
Governménts is virtually a foregone con- 
clusion. So far as the river is concerned, 
the status quo has been maintained. 
Holland will retain her sovereign powers 
while making every allowance for 
Belgium’s economic requirements, and in 
return for its‘ recognition of these powers 
the Belgian Government will be granted 
certain rights in regard to new canals. 
The consent of the British Government :s 
necessary before any mutual arrangement 
between Belgium and Holland can be con- 
cluded, as the Scheldt obviously is ex- 
tremely important from ‘the point of view 
of nayal strategy,. and the question of its 
control is of vital interest to the British 
people. Both France and Britain, how- 
ever, approve heartily of the agreement, 
which removes the “‘lazy Scheldt from 
the alarmingly long list of interna- 
tional disputes that awaited regulation.

tion the police forces of the nations would } 


be powerless to cope with organised crime. 
The petty thief might be caught by the 
policeman, but the more ambitious 
criminal, educated and skilled in his evil 
craft, would be able to plan and execute 
a theft in one country and to enjoy its 
fruits im another. The telegraph, the 
photographic camera, and even the 
“é wireless installation have assisted the 
police, but modern appliances have been 
equally helpful to the criminal. The 
struggle with crime is a sort of invisible 
warfare which goes on unceasingly and 
costs the nations hardly less than arma- 
ments. It is estimated that in Great 
Britain twenty million pounds a year are 
the ‘cost of crime in losses by embezzle- 
ments, forgeries, burglaries and the pick- 
ing of pocketé. In America the cost per 
head of the population is twelve times 
higher than in Britain, and the annual 
loss caused by crime is set at some six 
hundred million pounds. If the 
custodians of law assembled in New York 
can devise more effective measures for the 
checking of crime, they will relieve. the 
nations of no small burden.
